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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The newly added limitation requiring the heavy weight 
filler to be no more than 1 .95% volume of the core is not enabling. As support applicant 
has cited a table on page 7. The table discloses 1 .95% by volume of zirconium dioxide 
present in the core and 0.48% by volume of tungsten; the remaining values between 
zero and 1 .95% as claimed are not enabling. Furthermore, the values are only relevant 
to the zirconium dioxide and tungsten; quantities are not given for the remaining heavy 
fillers claimed by applicant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
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treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a). 

Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sullivan 
(5,833,553). Regarding claims 1 , 5, 9, 10, 12, 13, Sullivan discloses a core comprising 
a high cis-1, 4 polybutadiene and a heavy weight filler such as tungsten, bismuth, 
copper, iron, etc. (col 3, line 15-25). Regarding claims 2, 4, 16, 22, 23, the core has a 
PGA compression of 85 or less and a coefficient of restitution of at least 0.700 (col 1 , 
line 65-col 2, Iine2). Regarding claim 3, Sullivan discloses a solid core with a elastic 
windings (col 4, lines 17-20). Regarding claim 7, the core ingredients are mixed, formed 
into slugs and molded (col 8, lines 15-40). Regarding claims 1 1, 14, 15, and 17-21 , the 
core ingredients include zinc oxide, zinc diacrylate, zinc stearate, peroxide, and core 
regrind. Regarding claims 24-31 , the golf ball has a PGA compression lower than 103.6 
(Table 6).
